8. Warrants Would Drive Real 
Money out of Circulation 


On the assumption that these 
warrants would find their way into 
the channels of trade as contem- 
plated by the plan, California 
would have two competing curren- 
cies—real money and stamp scrip. 
Because of the stamp-affixing pro- 
visions of the plan, the holders of 
the warrants would be encouraged 
to convert this ‘hot money” into 
goods as rapidly as received. This 
would result in a condition similar 
to that where gold currency com- 
petes with printing-press money. 
Under Gresham’s well known ec- 
onomic law, which is to the effect 
that bad money tends to drive good 
money out of circulation, the war- | 
rants, like printing-press money, | 
would tend to drive real money out 
of circulation. They would tend to. 


interest and redemption charges on 
the public debt, and take care of 
their many obligations. The par- 
‘alysis of the fiscal operations of 
government would in tourn reflect 
itself in the business life of the en- 
tire state and cause much general 
suffering among the people. 

On the other hand, taxpayers 
might hesitate to pay their taxes in 
ciscounted warrants for fear they 
would at some later date be worth- 
less because the law under which 
they were issued had been dcclar- 
ed to be in violation of the Federal 
Constitution. The result could be 
the sudden discovery that taxes

Money needed for interstate com- | 
merce, insurance premiums, debt | 
payments, etc., would be hard to | 
get while warrants would be hard: 

As the result, prices , 
in terms of warrants would sky- , 
rock upward as scrip deluged the 
channels of trade. In fact, a situa- 
tion could exist similar to the in- 
flation and ultimate repudiation of 
German marks some fifteen years 
ago, which ended in Germany’s fi- 
nancial collapse. This possibility, 
however, would depend on whether 
or not merchants accepted the war- | 
rants vouuntarily on a large scale. 
9. Past Experiments in Large 
Scale Use Of Stamp Scrip Have | 
Failed | 
The success of this pension plan 
is contingent upon the successful | 
application of the stamp currency | 
idea, Several small American cities | 
tried the scrip plan experimentally 
during the depression as a means ot 
relieving unemployment and stimu- | 
lating business, but the amount of 
the scrip issued was usually limited | 
to a few hundred dollars and as a: 
result had no effect on the prevail- | 
ing currency. The most notable in- | 
stance where stamp currency was | 
put to large scale use was in the 
province of Alberts, Canada, in 1936. 
The government planned to. issue} 
$2,000,000 in scrip but printed only , 
$500,000 worth, all in one-dollar | 
bills. Of that total, only $239,000! 
was placed in circulation, and in a 
few months the plan collapsed. 
Some 19,000 of these warrants are | 
still outstanding, most of them in 
the hands of souvenir collectors. 
10. Use of Warrants for Taxes 
Could Paralyze Government Finan- 
ces and Destroy Public Credit 
This proposed constitutional am- 
endment requires that the state,! 
counties, cities, school districts, and | 
other governmental subdivisions and | 
agencies accept warrants at face 
value in payment of taxes, fees, and ! 
other obligations due the public ' 
treasuries. It is probable that the! 
Warrants would not be readily ac- | 
ceptable in the channels of trade 
and that pensioners would sell them , 
at a discount to taxpayers for tax- 
paying purposes. They would then 


glut public treasuries because of, 
their forced acceptability in pay-, 
ment of governmental imposts. | 


Without ready money, government-— 
al agencies would be unable to pay | 
their employees, buy food for the! 
inmates of public institutions, take | 
care of the dependent poor, meet 


paid and real money taxes might 
have tc be increased at some future 
date to meet unpaid obligations in- 
curlea during the warrent fiasco. 

11. Proposed $20,000000 State 
Bond Jssue Would Adi to Movnt- 
ing Public Debt 


In order to provide working cap-! 


ital for the proposed credit clearing 
bank, this measure authorizes the 
issuance of $20,000 in State of Cali- 
fornia bonds. These bonds would be 
guaranteed by the State, which 
means that they would become a 
charge upon the taxpayers if the 
pension plan failed to operate as 
anticipated. The bonded indebted- 
ness of the state and its political 
Subdivisions is already $1,450,000,- 
000 and the public credit should 
not be jeopardized by adding to it. 
Curiously, this bank would be nei- 
ther strictly public nor private. It 
would be controlled by the admin- 
istrator and his three assistants, buu 
owned by stockholders who would 
have no voice in the management. 

12. Proposed Gross Income Tax 
Would Add to Present Tax Burden 

It is proposed that a 3 per cent 
tax be levied on every financial 
transaction, except those in which 
retirement warrants are used, those 
the proceeds of which are convert- 


ed into warrants, those involving 
mterstate commerce, and a_ $3,000 
annual exemption for every tax- 


payer. The application of this tax 
could have opposite results, depend- 
ny on the extent to which war- 
rants were accepted in the chan- 
nels of trade. If the warrant plan 
failed to operate commercially, 
there would be no exemptions un- 
der the gross income tax except 
interstate commerce transactions 
and the $3,000 exemption per tax- 
payer. Every business transaction 
would then be subject to a 3 per 
cent tax and this pyramiding levy 
could conceivably yield up to $350,- 
000,000 a year. An offset would 1e- 


sult from the application of the 
proposed $3,000 tax exemption on 
owned-occupied homes amounting 


to some $43,000,000 a year, but this 
would not relieve gross income tax- 
payers. Present state and local col- 
lections approximate $530,000,000 a 
year, so that the proposed gruss in- 
come tax could increase this tax 
burden proportionately unless cer- 
tain existing taxes were reduced 
or eliminated. On the other hand, if 
warrants entered the channels ol 
trade as anticipaaed by the pro- 
moters of this plan, cash transac- 
tions could disappear and _ there 
would be no revenue from the gross 
income tax, The same would be 
true of the sales tax, the personal

The fence, three strands of 12- 
guage, 4-point barber wire, sur- | 
rounds a plot about an acre in ex- | 
tent which contains a truck garden 
and clover pasture. | 

It was erected by the Farm Bu- | 
reau under the direction of Max: 
chairman for the experi- 
ment, with the co-operation of Ar- | 
thur Hensley, of the state fish and | 
game department, Mr. Veerkamp | 
and the farm advisor. 

The bottom wire of the fence is | 
about ten inches from the ground. | 
The second wire is fourteen inches | 
above the first and the third wire is | 
fourteen inches above that. The top 
and bottom wires are grounded and ' 
the middle wire is charged. 

The experiment will be watched | 
With interest not only by the Farm | 
Bureau and by farmers of the coun- 
ty, but also by the state Fish and 
Game department, which has as- 
sisted in other experiments of a

Was he a Communist? That ques- 
tion constantly rose and on _ it! 
hinged several attempts to have | 
Bridges deported as an undesirable | 
alien. Finally, on July 10, 1939, he 
was called up for a deportation, 
hearing, with Harvard James M. 
Landis sitting as the representative | 
of the U. S. Immigration Bureau of | 
the Department of Labor. At this | 
hearing Bridges answered the ques- 
lions, and in this way: 

Q.—Are you an alien? A-—I am. 

Q.—Are you a member of the: 
Communist party? A.—No. 

Q.—Have you at any time been a 
member of the Communist party? | 
A.—No. 

That was the defense of the Aus- 
tralian-born West Coast CIO di-! 
rector,

Bridges went to sea for adventure 
as a boy.
